The Germans, in their latest air 


raid on London carried out last 
evoniTiit, harmed no naval or mili- 
tary property and did little other 
damage. 
They, caused tho death, 


however, of ten persons and 
- in- 


jured seventy others, besides five 
persons injured 'outside 
of

capital. 


Again the raiding forces suffered 


losses. One machine came 
down 


in the sea after being hit and two 
of its crew cf three were captured. 
The British official rtport.of thc 
raid says there is reason to _ sup- 
pose that another of the Germans 
came down in thc English channel.

copies of the Agenda which have just 
been issued, contain important sido 
lights on what, it is believed, may 
prove to bo a meeting of worldrwide, 
if not revolutionary consequence with 
regard to tho relations between capital 
and labor. 


Among the resolutions to bo admit- 


ted is ono by tho 
British socialist 


party which says -in effect that .labor's 
participation in the government has 
not resulted in any tangible benefits 
to the mass of the people. 
Tho' re- 


solution adds that "neither has tho 
association of'the labor party with tho 
government assured that the coming 
peace will bo made by the democracy 
rather than by capitalistic diplomacy." 


Pence Is Discussed 


Regarding peace, the independent 


labor party will-submit a resolution 
for discussion which in part says it 
calls upon the government, if the sac- 
rifices of the war hnvc not been in 
vain, to provide for the direct repre- 
sentation of the organized democracy 
in every conference which discusses 
the condition of peace, to reject war 
nims which give the war the character 
of an imperialist venture, and to us=

Ir. accordance with this purpose, on 
the .lay that President Wilson deliver- 
ed his war message to congress, the 
university entered on the first of its 
war activities. 
By a unanimous vote

the regents, the university established 
an intensive course in military .train- 
ing, and excused, with full academic 
credit, from all academic work, the 
students who shoultl enroll therein. 


"It is proper at this time to make 


further provision for students enter- 
ing military ox naval or other war 
service during the current academic 
year. 
Therefore, be it resolved: 


"I. Seniors in full 
nnd regular 


standing who shall have enlisted, in 
or .been drafted into the army'or navy 
of the United States or its'associates 
since the close of the last academic 
year shall be granted nt the next com 
mcncement their' appropriate degrees 
in course in the'respective colleges of 
the -university, and their diplomas 
shall bear a suitable inscription, re- 
cording their participation in the war 
nnd, the grateful -appreciation.- of the 
university for their patriotic sen-ice. 


"The faculty .recognizes that such 


•professional degrees 03 those of law 
nnd medicine can not be granted on 
this basis, but recommends' that the 
special faculties involved Rive further 
consideration to the problem.
